Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the amendment entered 
on January 26, 2004 in response to the Office Action dated December 10, 2003 neither removed nor introduced any new matter, but 
merely amended the language of claim 25 to comply with a 1 12 rejection. The examiner respectfully disagrees, since the amendment 
dated January 26, 2004 removed new matter from the instant claims. Specifically, applicant deleted the limitations "1 part", "1.5 to about 
5 parts", and "1.5 to about 5 parts" from lines 3-6 of instant claim 25, which were considered new matter in the Office Action dated 
December 10, 2003, and reinserted the original proportion amounts of "1 to 30%", "20 to 60%", and "20 to 60%" Thus, since applicant 
removed the new matter and reinserted the original required amounts for the ingredients, the examiner asserts that the examiner was 
correct in reinstating the former 102 and 103 rejections. With respect to the remaining arguments provided by applicant in their 
response, the examiner asserts that these arguments have been previously argued by applicant and addressed by the examiner in Paper 
Nos. 20041214, 20040414, 25 and 16, and thus, do not need to be repeated by the examiner in this Advisory Action. 
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
